WASHINGTON, March 4.—Pres-| 


ident ‘Roosevelt, discussing at his 
press conference the five years of 
his administration which ended to- 
day, authorized one direct quota- 
tion— 

“The old ship of state is still on 


its same course.” 

He declared he hoped for wage 
and hour legislation at this session 
but said it might not be possible to 
achieve before adjournment. He 
declared the administration was 
not relenting in its fight to end 
special privilege, a fight which he 
declared the country, by and large, 
favored. 

The President said one of the 
principal accomplishments of his 
five years had been the bringing 
about of thinking on the part of 
people generally in terms of the 
rounded problems of government 
rather than in terms of their lim- 
ited particular problems, 


Objectives and Methods. 

Mr. Roosevelt said there was a 
tendéncy on the part of many to 
confuse policies and objectives with 
methods. He said ans ot the ob- 
jectives was increased purchasing 
power. 

Télling a story to illustrate the 
difference between the aim and the 
ways taken to achieve it, the Presi- 
dent said he had asked many busi- 
ness friends recently what they 
thought should be done about the 
sharecropper problem. 

They first replied, he asserted, 
that they did not know what he 
meant by the sharecropper prob- 
lem, that they then did not know 
what could be done about it, but 
that, when he pointed out 15 to 20 
million Americans, in the share- 
cropper and tenant farmer cate- 
gory, have no purchasing power to 
buy the things the business men 
make for sale in country stores, 
they agreed a solution of the prob- 
lem would help raise purchasing 
power. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that, as a re- 
sult of thinking in terms of the 
rounded problems of government, 
he hoped it would be possible to 
get away from pressure groups 
which come to Washington with 
special demands. 

Achievement and Failure. 

Of the general accomplishments 
of his administration, Mr. Roose- 
velt said there had been an enor- 
mous degree of achievement toward 
his objectives. Some things, . he 
added, had failed. : 

He advanced the belief that con- 
trol of crop surpluses would hold 
up the purchasing power of 50, 
000,000 people and said there was 
a growing realization on the part 
of industrialists with whom he has 
talked that this would be beneficial 
to them as well as to farm groups. 

On wages and hours, the Chief 
Executive said it still was neces- 
sary to put a floor under wages and 
a ceiling over hours. The objective 
here, he said, is the same as with 
crop control and finance. 

Citing the case of finance as an 
instance of confusion between 
methods and objectives, Mr. Roose- 
velt said he was discussing the 
fiscal policy of the Government yes- 
terday, including such things as 
foreign exchange, the price level 
and public finance. 

In April of last year, he said, he 
was afraid the objective of stabili- 
zation was threatened by inflation 
and therefore he put the helm far 
to starboard.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 4. 


Missouri's new lethal gas chamber, 
in a small stone building alongside 
the recreation grounds at the south 
end of the penitentiary inclosure, 
was used for the first time for a 
legal execution today when two 
Negro murderers from Kansas City 


were put to death before 25 wit- 
nesses. 

Replacing the gallows on which 
criminals formerly were executed 
in the counties where convicted, 
often before large and curious 
crowds, the gas chamber functioned 
quickly and efficiently. The. con- 
demned men were unconscious 
within 45 seconds after the gas was 
liberated, and two physicians in of- 
ficial attendance expressed the 
opinion they were dead within four 
minutes. 

The two killers, William Wright, 
a slender man with bushy hair, and 
John Brown, stocky, muscular and 
bald, were taken at 5 a. m. from 


the cells in Building E Where 
they had been kept since transfer

mobiles and conducted through a 
misting rain to the execution build- 
ing, less than 1000 yards away. 

The prison, where 4310 felons are 
confined, was broodingly dark and 
quiet.. Guards of all shifts, 140 in 
all, ordered to duty during the 
period of the execution, patrolled 
the walls and cell blocks, but not 
a prisoner made an outcry. 

Men Kneel in Prayer. 

At the execution building Wright 
and Brown were taken from the 
cars and placed in a cell, where 
they were joined by the priests, 
Arthur Tighe and E. J. Taney, who 
heard their confessions and gave 
them communion. The Negroes, 
calm and composed, knelt for some 
time in prayer, then arose, talked 
briefly with their spiritual advisers 
and finally took up Testaments, 
which they read until Warden J. 
M. Sanders, in charge of the execu- 
tion, entered the cell. 

Quickly the prisoners were dis- 
robed, except for shorts. This was 
done because the hydrocyanic acid 
gas used in the execution is ab- 
sorbed by clothing and ‘presents a 
hazard to anyone handling it, The 
prisoners submitted to the disrob- 
ing silently, then stood, the husky 
Brown leaning against the wall and 
Wright erect with folded arms, as 
the warden read the death war- 
rants. It was’ 6:10. 

A few minutes later they were 
blindfolded, then led the ‘four paces 
from the door of the cell to the door 
of the gas chamber. Witnesses who 
were standing near the door could 
see the interior of the death cham- 
ber, a metal-lined room, 12-sided 
and eight feet in diameter, bril- 
liantly lighted and bright with 
aluminum paint, in the center of 
which stood two steel chairs, with 
straps dangling from arms, legs 
and backs. 

Strapped in Chairs. 

At the door of the chamber the 
condemned men paused. One, in 
a clear, controlled voice, called out, 
“Good-bye to all of you.” The other

Swiftly they were escorted to the 
steel chairs and strapped in, seem- 
ing, somehow, to shrink in size as 
they sat in the chairs under the 
high tapering ceiling.

When police entered the room, 
hewspapers containing accounts of 
the killing were Spread out on the 
bed. 
He would say only that he left 
home at 4 p. m. yesterday because 
his mother had received unfavor- 
able reports on him from his school.

Retreating Chinese soldiers set 
fires at Shanghai and Nanking, and 
at Shanghai some mission property 
was destroyed or looted in part, 
but most buildings remained un- 
touched until the Japanese ar- 
rived. 

In the Lower Yangtze Valley, ac- 
cording to the statement, the Jap- 
anese, on entering a city, made lit- 
tle or no distinction between Chi- 
nese and foreign property, but took 
anything they desired. In the ma- 
jority of cases the American flag 
was no protection. 

Unarmed Chinese suspected of 


the statement said. 

There were numerous attacks on 
women in the occupied areas, the 
statement continued, Japanese sol- 
diers breaking into houses, refugee 
and mission property, and making 
off with girls and women. Crim-

“Incontrovertible evidence from 
American citizens establishes this 
beyond question,” says the report.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The 
House heard Representative Mo- 
Cormack (Dem.), Massachusetts,

Cormack said, however, that even

DANGERS IN FEDERAL | 


= FEE AID URGED 


‘BY HEADS OF SCHOOLS 


But Convention — Adjourns 
Without Acting on Question 
of Parochial Instruction. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
4—The American Association of 
School Administrators called on the 
Federal Government to help fi- 
nance public education, but ended 


its annual convention without act- 
ing on the question of public aid 
to parochial schools. The conven- 
tion was composed largely of super- 
intendents. 

George D. Strayer, professor of 
education at Columbia University, 
attempte dto bring the parochial 
school question to a vote, but the 
question was sidetracked by a re- 
port from a minor committee. 

Strayer reiterated previous ex- 
pressions that use of public school 
funds for non-public schools would 
be in violation of the principle of 
separation of church and state. 

“If this movement develops suf- 
ficient strength, we may find our- 
selves in the not distant future 
committed to a program which will 
deny to the people the control of 
their schools,” Strayer said. 

Francis M. Crowley, professor of 
education at Fordham University, 
prepared a reply to Strayer’s 
speech, but he didn’t deliver it from 
the floor. His statement said such 
a development would be “utterly 
impossible” in a country with so 
many religious denominations. 

During hte last few years five 
states have changed their Constitu- 
tions and statutes to permit public 
aid to non-public schools, Strayer 


said. He expressed fear efforts 


would be made to change the laws 
of other states and said: 

“Tet us have public schools in 
which all the children of all the 
people, without regard to religious 
affiliations of their parents, may 
work together. Let us hope that 
nothing in the practice of these 
schools shali set up .one group 
against another.” 

Crowley said, “The (parochial) 
schools would not benefit from 
Federal aid for free transporta- 
tion, text-books and medical serv- 
ices. Such aid is provided for the 
child and not for the institution.”

LICENSING BILL CITED 


Board o fTrade.Officer Testi- 
fies; O’Mahoney Tries to: 
Allay Misgivings. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—M. D. 
Griffith, executive vice-president.of 
the New York Board of Trade, said 
today the O’Mahoney-Borah Cor- 
poration licensing bill held “a rare 
opportunity for Government to op- 
erate complete control over busi- 


ness.” 
Griffith, appearing before a Sen- 
ate judiciary subcommittee hearing 


von the bill, said that while he had 
no immediate fears, he looked to 
the future “when some administra- 
tion might apply this power un- 
wisely.” 

“Do you see anything in this bill 
that woud permit the Government 
to do that?” asked Senator O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.), Wyoming. 

“There are suspendory powers,” 
Griffith said. 

O’Mahoney pointed out such 
powers. would be used only for spe- 
cific reasons. 

“Yes,” Griffith commented, “but 
reasons can be readily found.“ 

O’Mahoney explained at length 
that the bill was designed to have 
the Federal Goverhment charter 
corporations in interstate business, 
instead of leaving it solely to the 
state. 

“Your reasoning is as clean as z 
hound’s tooth,” Griffith remarked. 

“However, there may be a wide 
difference between the high motives 
of men who introduce bills, the 
Congress which enacts them, and 
the men who administer and inter- 
pret them. We are not sure men 
like you will be on the court when 
they are interpreted.“ 

“I understand your fear and I 
think I see the basis for it,” O’Ma- 
honey said. “But there is nothing 
in this bill which permits doubt of 
interpretation.” 


SWIFT & CO. FOREMEN DENY 
THEY THREATENED EMPLOYES 


Tell Labor Board CIO Group Was 
Not Disparaged—Pay Cut 
for Smoking. 


The hearing of National Labor 
Relations Board charges that the 
Swift & Co. packing plant at Na- 
tional Stockyards discriminated 


against members of a CIO union 
entered its twelfth day at East St. 
Louis today with resumption of 
testimony by company witnesses. 

Two foremen corroborated the 
testimony of O. E. Kent, a division- 
al superintendent, that they had in- 
structions to do nothing to influ- 
ence employes regarding union af- 
filiations, either as to the United 
Packing House Workers’ Union, 
which is affiliated with the CIO, 
or the Employes’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, alleged by the Labor Board 
to be a company union. 

The witnesses were Tony Dear- 
ing, foreman in the cattle killing 
department, and his brother, Mike, 
sheep killing foreman. Both denied 
testimony of Labor Board witnesses 
that they had disparaged the CIO 
group and threatened employes 
with discharge if they failed to join 
the E. P. A. 

Concerning Richard Shields, who 
had testified he was fired for union 
activity, Mike Dearing testified 
Shields was discharged for fight- 
ing in the plant and threatening an- 
other employe with a butcher knife. 
The pay of another employe, Willie 
Pochels, was reduced because he 
was caught smoking in violation of 
safety rules, it was testified.

Oh You Future Book! 


IN SPITE OF THIS seemingly 
impossible combination of obsta- 
cles, the betting public takes the 
keenest delight in trying to do 
just about what the A P wants 
the experts to do—pick a winner 
before sufficient facts are avail- 
able. The lure of the long prices 
is an excuse the public but not 
the expert may plead. 

On occasion some fabulous re- 
turns have been made on small 
investments. The most notable 
in this writer’s experience have 
been the victories of Black Gold 
at 40 to 1 in some future books, 
and Flying Ehony at 50 to 1. 

This year of 1938 seems an ex- 
ceptionally difficult one for the 
advance picker. But in the past 
there have been occasions when 
the choice seemed easy. 

_ Leoking back to 1921, the year 

this writer began to take a keen 
advance interest in the Kentucky 
Derby, we are rather surprised to 
note that, in the long run, we 
show a profit in future bets on 
this race. 

In 1921 the Whitney entry, 
Tryster and the mare Prudery, 
were winter book favorites at 
opening odds of 8 to 1. An across- 
the-board bet saved the invest- 
ment, as Prudery ran third be- 
hind the Bradley pair, Behave 
Yourself and Black Servant. 

The following year practically 
everyone had the unbeaten Mor- 
vich, and we cashed in at 5 to 1, 
the future book price. 

Harry Hawes gave us a tip on 
Zev in 1923, but we hedged part 
of it off when Zev ran almost 
last in the Preakness. Still, we 
had him at 7 to 1 in the future 
betting, and he won. He paid al- 
most 20 to 1 in the mutuels, so 
little did the public think of his 
chances.

This played into the hands of 
Lenin and the Bolsheviks, .. who 
were encouraging the disaffection 
in the armed forces. When the Bol- 
sheviks seized power, in November, 
1927, Kerensky cleared out of Pe- 
tersburg. He raised a few troops 
but they were easily routed by the 
stern Bolshevik leaders. Kerensky 
fled from the scene of his tempo- 
rary triumphs to Paris, where for 
many years he led a precarious ex- 
istence, distrusted by most of his 
fellow emigres. 

Description of Kerensky. 

A graphic and unbiased descrip- 
tion of the latter day Kerensky is 
contained in W. Chapin Hunting- 
ton’s book, The Homesick Million, 
An Account of Exile Russians Now 
Living in France.” Huntington was 
the American commercial attache 
in Petersburg throughout the early 
days of the Russian revolution: 
Like the radical newspaper corre- 
spondent John Reed, he was an 
eye-witness of many of the dra- 


sian capital, and he personally 
knew most of the members of the 
Kerensky government. He was pres- 
ent in Petersburg when Kerensky 
fell and the Bolsheviks, under Len- 
in and Trotsky, seized power. La- 
ter, in France, he resumed his re- 
lations with old Russian friends 
and acquaintances in exile. He now 
lives in Washington, where he is 
considered an outstanding author- 
ity on the old and the new Rus- 
sia. 

Following is Huntington’s account 
of Kerensky’s present plight in 
Paris: “In the modest editorial of- 
fice of 9 weekly, in a quiet 
by-street of Passy, sits a man of 50 
(Kerensky is now 56), who has 
known the heights of glory and the 
depths of defeat, a man whose 
name was once on the front page 
of every American newspaper and 
every newspaper in the world—aAl- 
exander Feodorovich Kerensky. 
Minister of Justice in a government 
more often called by his name than 
by its official title, he ordered the 
arrest of the Tsar Nicholas II; 
Prime Minister of Russia, comman- 
der-in-chief of the Russian armies. 
He dwelt in the Winter Palace of 
the vanished Romanovs. Sturdily 
built, with coarse, thick hair, 
square, clean-shaven face and heavy 
features, strutting before vast audi- 
ences with an air of command, 
hammering out staccato phrases of 
liberty in a military manner, he 
was acclaimed the man of the hour, 
miraculously raised up to save the 
Russian revolution. A few months 
later, fleeing from the Bolsheviks, 
he was execrated as a coward and 
a traitor. In reality, he was a me- 
diocre St. Petersburg lawyer, hon- 
est, courageous, eloquent and vain, 
thrust by circumstances into a sit- 
uation beyond his powers. 

Kerensky’s Weakness. 

“Passions have cooled with the 
years of exile, but Kerensky is still 
widely disliked in the emigration. 
Neither rights nor lefts can forgive 
his failure to put down the Bolshe- 
viks while there was yet time, It 
is true, that even when he knew 
the Bolsheviks were boldly plotting

bring himself to use adequate de- 
cisive measures against them. He 
was a Socialist and a lawyer, but a 
man whose reputation had been 
gained in defending revolutionaries 
against tyrannical government, 
“For him Lenin (who by. a freak 
of fortune had been a pupil of his 
school—tnaster father) was still a 
fellow Socialist though an erring 
one. With blind dogmatism he in- 
sisted upon applying the principles 
of freedom of speech and propa- 
ganda in the midst of a state of 
war. Needless to say, the Bolshe- 
viks showed no such tenderness 
toward him when the power was

PREMIER SAYS CZECHS WILL 
DEFEND THEIR SOVEREIGNTY 


Willing in Interest of Peace to Par-

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, March 
4.—Premier Milan Hodza told a 
crowded, cheering Chamber of 
Deputies today that Czechoslovakia 
‘was determined to defend its sover- 
eignty, its boundaiies and its inde- 
pendence to the uttermost, but was 
willing, “on the basis of absolute 
equality,” to reach an understand- 
ing with Germany. 

The atmosphere was tense as 
Hodza rose to deliver the long- 
awaited declaration on issues re- 
cently raised by Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler of Germany when he 
declared Germany would protect 
the millions of Germans on its bor- 
ders, evidently meaning in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Tumultous applause greeted 
Hodza’s defiant assertion: “We 
want peace, but with things as they 
are today we must let it be known 
that if destiny confronts us with 
the necessity of defending our- 
selves we will resist with all our 
strength.” 

Czechoslovakia’s borders are ab- 
solutely untouchable,” the Minister 
declared.

William E. Dodd, lately resigned 
United. States Ambassador to Nazi 
Germany, said in his address at 
Soldan High School last night. An 
audience of 1400 heard the speech, 
under the auspices of the League of 
Women Voters. 


Dr. Dodd, in reply to a question, 
said the co-operation which he fav- 
ored would take the form of eco- 
nomic sanctions, to be applied by 
the democratic nations against 
countries committing aggressions 
such as that of Japan against 
China. He believed the United 
States, England and. France, by 
such economic co-operation, could 
cause schemes of conquest to be 
abandoned, and ‘improve a situa- 


tion now “the worst that modern 


civilization has had to contend 
with.” 

He expressed the fear that, if the 
Mediterranean came under control 
of Mussolini, and the Far ast 
under Japan, the British Empire 
would collapse, leaving the United 
States an isolated unit of democ- 
racy.. The seriousness and reality 
of the threat, he said, caused him 
to violate the rule which usually 
keeps ex-diplomats from talking 
realistically about the nations to 
which they have been sent, He 
added that he doubted whether the 
American people would “wake up” 
and take the necessary steps in 
time. 


Gives History Lecture. . 

The 68-year-old ex-diplomat, for- 
merly professor of American his- 
tory in the University of Chicago, 
arranged his 80-minute talk in the 
form of a history lecture. The first 
half was a historical comparison 
between the adoption of the Ameri- 
can Constitution, creating one na- 
tion instead of a possible group of 
hostile states, and the failure of 
the move for similar international 
unity,. through the League of Na- 
tions, largely because of the refusal

of the Jnited States to enter the 
league. This was represented as a 
factor in the rise and growth of 
Nazi and Fascist governments, de- 
scribed in the latter part of the 
address. 


Of the power established by 
Adolf Hitler over the German peo- 
ple, Dr. Dodd said: 

“At no time in the Middle Ages 
was such power exercised over the 
Masses, even when the masses were 
slaves.” 

He pictured the possibility of a 
Fascist coalition, including Japan 
and a conquered China, which 
would rule over 700,000,000 people, 
and would beceme “a substitute for 
democracy in the world.” He de- 
clared that the leaders were sincere, 
enthusiastic and emotional, and that 
the people, if they have enough 
to eat and wear, are likely to re- 
main submissive. In Germany, he 
said, the Nazi Government is well

at higher levels than would prevail 
under perfect competition.“ 

There was little hope, the wit- 
ness said, that the leaders of busi- 
ness will take united action to rem- 
edy this abuse. “The record of the 
past 15 years,” he declared, “has 
shown that they are so absorbed 
in their individual industries that 
it is almost impossible for them, 
barring certain honorable excep- 
tions, even to see welfare as a 
whole, to say nothing of working 
effectively for it. If a central pol- 
icy is to be carried out, it must, I 
believe, be fostered primarily by the 
Government as the body which 
alone has powers of compulsion.” 

Some Blame Laid on Labor. 

Labor leaders are to blame, in the 
judgment of Prof. Douglas, partic- 
ularly in the skilled trades, for in- 
sisting on wage rates which bring 
about “greatly reduced production 
and employment, and in a very 
much reduced total income.” Such 
craftsmen, he advocated, “should, 
if possible, be guaranteed a yearly 
wage which, by its greater volume 
of employment, would permit an- 
nual earnings appreciably greater 
than now even if the hourly rates 
were less.“ 

“Tt is virtually impossible,” the 
professor declared, for workers 
earning 40 cents an hour to meet 
the cost of housing constructed of 
high-priced materials and erected 
with labor costing $1.50 an hour.” 

He suggested that, for skilled 
artisans, a guaranteed annual wage 
of $1400 would be equitable and con- 
siderably in excess of their average 
yearly earnings under hourly rates. 

The farmers of the country, he 
proceeded, grew properly resentful 
at being forced to sell in a com- 
petitive market while the prices of 
the goods they bought were forti- 
fied by city monopolies and the 
protective tariff. Instead, how- 
ever, by adopting the long-run pol- 
icy of reducing prices through re- 
storing competition to urban in- 
dustry, they asked the Govern- 
ment to extend the monopoly sys 
tem to agriculture. 

Keeping Prices High.

The Roosevelt five years began in a time of dis- 
mal foreboding. Banks were falling; in the farm- 

ing country was discontent, rising in places to vio- 
lence; the ranks of the unemployed.everywhere were 
growing; everywhere men were questioning the 
validity of the very bases of our society. Whatever 
else history may say of him, we believe it will record 
to his great credit the lift which Mr. Roosevelt gave 
to the spirits of the people in that crisis. What he 
did then, by word and through the action of the 
Congress in the tense first days of his administra- 
tion, may indeed be set down as the ene, of his 
achievements. 
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What of the specific items in the less tense, but 
always troubled, days that have tollowed? There are 
blunders among them, surely, and there are strokes 
of statesmanship; there are successes—though some 
of these are yet to be fully tested—and there are 
failures. 

Opportunism has ruled. This much Mr. Roosevelt 
himself has said, in effect, in likening himself to 
the quarterback of a football team. His deeds have 
said it, of course, time and again, and at no time 
more strikingly than when he reversed the economy 
policy to which his administration was dedicated, 
and which was given effect in the Economy Act of 
1933, in order to embark upon a policy of huge spend- 
ing as a means of “priming the pump” of private 
industry. Another turn of the wheel and the pump- 
priming argument goes by the board, and Mr. Roose- 
velt, with praiseworthy realism, asks for new relief 
funds on the ground simply that they are needed 
for relief.

The proper rule, it seems to me, 
is to enact a law declaring that all 
the papers of any official bearing 
in any way whatsoever on public 
issues are the property of the na- 
tion and that their sale or publica- 
tion at any time except under of- 
ficial auspices is prohibited. The 
question of when to publish, what 
to publish, what not to publish, 
should not be left to the individual 
officeholder, much less to his 
widow or his other heirs. 

Thus Mr. Roosevelt is no doubt 
writing many interesting confiden- 
tial letters about our foreign rela- 
tions. Can anyone contend that 
when he it will be for him 
to decide whether they shall be 
published? Is his successor who is 
charged with the responsibility of 
conducting foreign relation§ to 
have no say about the publication 
of material which may affect our 
foreign relations? Are things of 
that sort to be left to the discre- 
tion of a retired President, or to 
his family, or toesome writer they 
may have engaged? 

And then, in addition to a law 
which would in effect put a nation- 
al copyright on official papers, 
there should be a custom which 
makes it as unseemly for an offi- 
cial or for members of his fam- 
ily to capitalize his office as it 
would be for a President to con- 
duct any other private business 
while he is in the White House. 
We should think it very strange if 
the President of ‘the United States 
were also selling oil or gun pow- 
der. It is equally strange for him 
to be selling the opinions of the 
President of the United States. 

There is a story going the 
rounds in Washington about what 
Mr. Garner is supposed to have 
said to someone who wanted him 
to write articles or talk on the ra- 
dio or something of that sort. Mr. 
Garner is said to have replied that 
“the opinions of Jack Garner are 
not worth a nickel, and the opin- 
ions of the Vice-President of the 
United States are not for sale.” If 
Mr. Garner did not actually say 
that, one would like to think that 
he might have said it.

W. H. LAWRENCE, ARTIST, DIES 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 4.—William 
Hurd Lawrence, artist and illustra- 
tor, who learned to ‘use his left 
hand when a sunstroke crippled his 
right and became a better artist 
than before, died here yesterday. 
He was 72 years old Wednesday. 

Lawrence joined Harper’s Weekly 
here in the 1880s. After his arm 
was paralyzed he became a land- 
scape painter in oils and water 
colors. Some of his work is in the 
Corcoran Art Gallery in Washing- 
ton.

New York Banker Succumbs 
at Age of 85 at Warm 
Springs, Ga.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., March 4. 
George Foster Peabody, New 


died at his winter home here today, 


He was 8§ years old. 

Dr. J. A. Johnson, attending phy- 
sician, said death was caused by 
heart disease. 

Mr. Peabody, who lived in Sara- 
toga, N. T., came to Warm Springs 
for his annual visit early in De- 
cember. He had been ill several 
years. : 

He ammassed a fortune in the, 
banking business and then retired 
from that field to devote his activi- 
ties to philanthropy, educational 
and religious work. 

His connection with the banking 

house of Spencer Trask & Co.. 
dated from his youth when he ar- 
rived in New York from Columbus, 
Ga., where he was born July 27, 
1852. 
For many years he was closely 
identified with the New York State 
and national organizations of the 
Democratic party. He was treas- 
urer of the Democratic National 
Committee in 1904, After the en- 
actment of the Federal Reserve 
Law he was nambed by President 
Wilson as a director and vice-chair- 
man of the Federal Reserve Board 
of New York. 

Through his intimacy with Spen- 
cer Trask, who was the first presi- 
dent of the Saratoga Springs Com- 
mission, Mr. Peabody became inter- 
ested in the preservation of the

He gave to New York State large 
tracts of land on Lake George as 
an addition to the State park sys- 
tem. He was instrumental] in the 
establishment at Saratoga Springs 
of the State forest nursery from 
which millions of seeding trees are 
distributed annually for reforesta- 
tion purposes, 

In 1921, he married Mrs. Katrina 
Trask, widow of his former busi- 
ness associate. She died within a 
year after their marriage and 
Yaddo, the Trask estate at Sara- 
toga Springs, was converted into a 
retreat for artists and writers. Pre- 
viously, Mr. Peabody had given his 
home in that city to the women of 
Saratoga Springs for club and wel- 
fare work, the place being named 
Katrina Trask, House.

J. Harry Pohlman, on Radio, 
Argues for Proposition to 
Be Voted on April 5. 


If the proposition for retention of 
the school tax rate of 85 cents on 
the $100 valuation fails in the elec- 
tion April 5, many special services 
of the school system probably must 
be curtailed or eliminated, J. Harry 


Pohlman, lawyer and former presi- 
dent of the Public School Patrons’ 
Alliance, declared in a radio ad- 
dress yesterday. He listed numer- 
ous tunctions apart from basic edu- 
cational services which were likely 
to suffer. 

Failure of the pr. position would 
cause the rate to revert to 60 cents, 
costing the schools $2,500,000 a year. 

Bruno Sendlein, president of the 
Patrons’ Alliance, announced he 
had been invited to act as secretary 
of a general citizens’ committee for 
the tax campaign, in behalf of the 
Board of Education, with Pohlman 
as the chairman. Pohlman said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he had 
not yet received the invitation. This 
committee will have an office in the 
Board of Education Building, 911 
Locust street. 

The municipal Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, compris- 
ing Mayor Dickmann, Comptroller 
Nolte and Aldermanic President 
Mason, yesterday renewed its dec- 
laration that it would not support 
the 85-cent school tax. It rejected 
a compromise being considered by 
the school board for authority for 
the 85-cent charge, but with a levy 
this year of only 80 cénts.

Hitler’s Germany. 

Dr. Dodd, whose appearance is 
without frills and whose speaking 
is without flourish, had the handi- 
2 ot a sore throat, and even with 
the help of a loud-speaker, was not 
W to alvantane ty alt the ret 
floor and balcony audience. 

His first allusion to Hitler, fol- 
lowing his preliminary historical 
review, was as “an interesting and 
curious figure,” with little educa- 
tion, but with the conviction that 
the German people could be united 
‘and subordinated. A short review 
‘of the history of Germany, as a 
group of semi-independent states, 
was given to show how unlikely 


‘| Hitler’s ideas might have seemed 


at first. 

The two initial policies by which 
Hitler gained ascendancy, the 
speaker said, were (1) to push 
France out of the Rhine zone, and 
(2) to smash the Communists. 

“When he got into the Reichs- 
tag,” Dr. Dodd said, “Hitler. abol- 
ished the Constitution, Then the 
old Reichstag building burned. No 
one kn who did it, and it 
wouldn't do for me to tell you what 
I know about it. But he saw to it 
that the Communists were held 
guilty and sent to jail. 

“The Reichstag building has not 
been restored for the most part, 
and is now a museum, with 500 pic- 
tures, many of them representing 
Jews, who are also pictured as 
Communists, in various acts of 
criminality. Then, in a large hall 
are two great portraits, Der Fueh- 
rer and Mussolini. The Saviors of 
Mankind,’ says a legend on the 
wall. . 


: The Aryan Theory. 

“His first method of bringing 
unity has been to try to prove all 
Germans to be pure-blooded Ary- 
ans, to inspire worship of blood 
and soil, and to teach that all non- 
Aryans must eventually be put out 
of the country. From 1933 on, that 
principle has been applied. Near 
Potsdam there is a monument to 
a man who killed a Jew, the statue 
representing the man with his knee 
on the neck of his Jewish victim. 

“Streicher’s weekly magazine, 
picturing the Jews as associates of 
the devil, is posted where everyone 
can see its pictures, whether they 
buy or not. In East Prussia, no- 
tices on closed stores say, ‘Former- 
ly Occuped by Hebrews,’ and other 
signs say, ‘No Jews Allowed.’ 

“The idea of all this is not mere- 
ly persecution. It is to make every 
German think himself a man su- 
perior in gifts and talents. Teach 
this to the youth from 6 to 18, and 
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Im 10 years you can have a sub- 


missive peopie. For not falling 
into line with this program, 1630 
professors and teachers were dis- 
missed. Some of them have been 
aided by a $500,000 gift from the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

Revival of Paganism. 

Then it is Hitler’s idea to unite 
the country in one front religious- 
ly, on the basis of the paganism of 
centuries ago. He was brought up 
a Catholic, but he has decided that 
the worship of Wotan is more be- 
coming to an Aryan, and this 
makes it unnecessary for him to go 
to church. He has succeeded in 
drawing the young people away 
from the churches, though many 
of their parents still attend. At 
the present rate, another five years 
will not leave much of the 
churches. Hundreds of preachers 
have been put in jail, and those at 
liberty have had their salaries cut 
| one-third: to one-half. 

“Next, control of the newspapers 
has been established, and news 
from a central propaganda bureau 
is sent over the country, with ed- 
itors privileged to add only matter 
which has no political significance; 
if there is any criticism of the Gov- 
ernment, the issue of the paper is 
suppressed and the editor goes to 
jail. 

Military training was one of Hit- 
ler’s earliest methods. Today he 
has the best army continental Eu- 
rope has had, and the greatest 
force of air bombers. Goering has 
lately given a warning to neighbor 
nations of what Germany’s bomb- 
ers can do. If war broke out, I 
doubt whether a great city would 
be left—London would be the first 
‘to go. What would be done to it 
and other cities can be seen from 
the havoc caused by a comparative- 
ly small force of bombers in Spain. 

y and Italy. 

“Hitler’s army program made 
France and England uneasy from 
the start, and it is strange that 
they made no move to stop it. Up 
to the end of 1935, a large part of 
the German population was opposed 
to the contact being established 
with Italy, but this changed when 
Mussolini began to be successful in 
Africa, and when Hitler marched 
40,000 soldiers into the Rhineland, 
in violation of the four-Power pact, 
with a radio announcement from 
Mussolini that he’ stood behind the 
wert Then the alliance began to 

look significant. 

“Then came the effort to capture 
Spain, Mussolini sending soldiers 
and Hitler sending flyers. More 
than 1,000,000. poor Spaniards have 
been killed, and nothing has been 
decided. Neither England nor 
France did anything to stop this 


on. 
“Then, last year, the announce- 
ment of the expansion of the Fas- 
cist-Nazi realm to include Japan, 
and support of Japan in its effort 
to take a larger part, perhaps all, 
of China. 

When other nations nad acqui- 
esced in all this, speakers in the 
Nazi tn bg at Nuremberg talked 
disdainfully of the democra

as a Masonic body, would be im- 
prisoned. When parents met to ask 
that their sons be not forced to go 
to Spain, everybody in the meeting 
was arrested. 

“Goering has said that anyone 
objecting to German-Austrian union 
‘will hear from our air service.’ He 
thinks the air force overwhelmingly 
strong, and so do I, With 20,000 
bombing planes, I. don’t believe a 
great city would be left after a 
month of war. 

Collapse of the League. 

“The League of Nations has prac- 
tically collapsed, and world debts 
today are greater than after the 
war, with none of the principal of 
our debt from Europe paid. No 
nation has more than one-half its 
normal commerce, and all except 
Germany have great numbers of 
unemployed. 

“This, I believe, could all have 
been avoided if we had applied the 
League of Nations system as Wood- 
row Wilson planned it. 

“The democratic countries must 
co-operate with one another. If 
they will realize the state of things 
and come into co-operative life, they 
may escape. But if they keep on 
yielding, the Fascist system will 
expand. Today there is a struggle 
to apply that system to Mexico, and 
an aim of the attack on China is 
to extend the system to Russia. 

“If the Mediterranean fell under 
the control of Mussolini, and the 
Far East under Japan, the British 
Empire would collapse, and the 
United States would be the one 
great democracy remaining. Could 
we maintain this isolatioh, with our 
markets closed and enemies on 
every side? 

“The only escape is through co- 
operation of the democratic coun- 
tries. This co-operation, properly 
applied, could bring a reaction, but 
I fear the need will not be realized 
in time. Is it possible for our own 
people to wake up to the situation? 

“Today, poor France is scared, 
England is perplexed, and little 
Holland is urging me to bring about 
co-operation of the democratic na- 
tions, fearing that. she. will lose 
everything.” 

Specific Measures. 

Prescribing a method of co-opera- 
tion, in his reply to a question, Dr. 
Dodd said economic measures could 
be made more effective than is gen- 
erally „supposed. “Let the nations 
agree,” he said, “that when a na- 
tion does as Japan did, nothing 
shall be sent to or from it. In such 
a position, Japan, with its need of 
outside supplies, could not go on 
for three months, If the system of 
sanctions were vigorously applied, 
the idea of conquest would have 
to be abandoned.” 

As to the Spanish situation, the 
speaker said that if the United 
States, England and France had 
treated the recognized government 
of Spain as they would treat other 
recognized governments, the rebel- 
lion would have been overcome, In- 
stead, both sides have been treated 
alike. Such a course, if pursued by 
European nations in the 608, would 
have meant the success of the 
Southern Confederacy, he said, 

Russia’s position, he said in re- 
ply to a query, was weakened by 
the internal strife and conspiracies 
which have occupied that country’s 
attention for two years, and under 
the circumstances, Soviet troops are 
not likely to be sent to China at 
present. 


Annexation Sentiment. 

The internal strength of Naziism 
was attributed by Dr. Dodd to the 
system which treats every citizen 
as an atom in the state, and en- 
titled to subsistence. “Some be- 
lieve,” he added, “that something 
of the kind is coming in this coun- 
try.” He said there was general 
German sentiment for annexation 
not only of Austria, but of other 
neighboring territory, and that a 
movement to annex Czechoslovakia 
or Hungary would arouse enthusi- 
asm all over the Reich. 

The Germans feel,” he continued, 
“that Switzerland is rightfully 
theirs. A German churchman, a 
friend of Pastor Martin Niemoeller 
and an opponent of the Nazi church 
control program, told me of his be- 
lief that ‘We Germans will have to 
annex and control the whole Dan- 
ube zone.“ Annexation of Poland, 
or a convenient portion of it, would 
be very popular. Emperor Fred- 
erick II, one of the greatest of an- 
nexers and despoilers, is regarded 
by the Germans as we regard 
Washington. The aim of annexing 
territory to form a German zone to 
Constantinople is as popular now 
as it was before the World War.” 

America and Europe. 

In the first half of his address, 
the former Ambassador gave in de- 
tail the views outlined in his New 
York speech of Jan. 13, which 
caused a protest to be made to the 
State Department by the German 
Ambassador. He told of the con- 
centration of population in large 
cities, as tending to create the pro- 
letarian problems which George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson 
foresaw, and against which they 
uttered definite warnings. 

He told of the work of Washing- 
ton in consolidating the colonies, 
after the Revolution, into a nation, 
and said that without this action, 
a group of hostile states like the 
nations of Europe might have 
arisen on this continent. An 8 per 
cent tariff, adopted as a necessary 
means of paying off the post-revo- 
lutionary national debt, was con- 
trasted with tariffs of 50 per cent 
and more in the period since the 
World War. These tariffs were 
blamed in part for preventing the 
payment of war debts.

“Then the Tydings ‘rider’ of last 
summer put Federal support behind 
the control of retail prices of trade- 
marked and branded goods, There 
are many state laws of that nature. 
These and other developments such 
as the various milk laws, have 
served to keep prices much higher 
than they would otherwise have 
been.” 

Suggested Program. 

Prof. Douglas then suggested a 
program with the following major 
points: 

A progressive tax on corpora- 
tions in proportion to their ratio 
of monopoly over a given com- 
modity. 

Vigorous warfare on price-fix- 
ing policies of trade associations, 
despite their disguise as open- 
price” agreements as basing point 
systems. 

Reduction of tariffs so as to 
bring foreign competition against 
domestic monopolies. 

A “stagger” system in housing 
to arrange projects in sequence 
and effect steady employment. 

Revision of the patent system 
so that it would favor competi- 
tion rather than monopoly. 

Further establishment of Gov- 
ernment and co-operative utili- 
ties to force down prices of pri- 
vate industry. 

As to Pump-Priming. 

The administration’s pump-prim- 
ing policies may have been neces- 
sary to give breathing space in an 
emergency, Prof. Douglas said, 
but “so long as widespread monop- 
oly prices are maintained the sys- 
tem apparently can be kept run- 
ning over by continued transfu- 
sions of still more purchasing pow- 
er. If these are stopped, a relapse 
is probable. The rapid tapering off 
of public works expenditures in 
1936 was partly responsible for the 
present decline.” 

Preceding Douglas as a witness 
was Alvin H. Hansen, professor of 
economics at Harvard University, 
who discussed housing. The chief 
reasons for the failure of residen- 
tial building he declared were a 
sharp increase in production costs, 
and a rapid decline in the rate of 


population growth. Comparing two

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Tax Exemptions on Homes 
Operative in 12 States 


Information on Various Plans Collected at 
Jefferson City—Initiative Move Started 
in Missouri. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 4— 
Information has been collected 
here on the operation of home- 
stead tax exemption legislation in 
other states, showing the plan has 
been adopted by 12 states in the 
last five years, that three others 
‘have aimed at the same objective 
from other angles and that two 
have adopted constitutional amend- 
ments but their Legislatures have 
not enacted laws necessary to make 
them effective. 

Former State Senator Alfred L. 
McCawley of Carthage, who is cir- 
culating initiative petitions for 
sweeping changes in the Missouri 
Constitution, would relieve of all 
taxes homes with a replacement 
value of not more than $7500 and 
would make them exempt from 
execution for debt. His proposed 
amendment would become effective 
four years after adoption and would 
exempt taxes necessary to pay prin- 
cipal and interest on bonds author- 
ized before expiration of the four- 
year period and judgments ob- 
tained during that period. 

For Against Pian. 
Advocates of exempting owner- 
occupied homes from taxation, 
within certain limits, contend that 
many families would be encour- 
aged to establish permanent home- 
steads of their own, increasing 
their security and their interest in 
their country and also creating a 
large market for labor, building 
materials and household furnish- 
ings and equipment. 

Numerous tax experts, however, 
have objected that such legislation 
merely serves to increase the bur- 
den of taxation on the poorest 
classes, unable to own a home, 
since the lost governmental rev- 
enue must be obtained from other 
sources such as sales taxes, 

One expert here pointed out that 
an average exemption of about $30 
on each $1000 valuation would not 
be a great inducement to home 
ownership and that a tendency to 
capitalize these savings would in- 
crease real estate prices, again 
striking at the lowest-income 
group. 

Variation in State Laws. 
There is wide variations in the 
laws now operative as to the 
amount of valuation exempted and 
the taxes affected. Six of the 12 
states relieve homesteads only of 
state taxes. They are Texas, which 
adopted the first such plan in 1933 
with a valuation exemption of 
$3000 or not to exceed 200 acres 
of land; Alabama, $2000; Arkansas, 
$1000; Georgia, $2000; Mississippi, 
$2500, and South Dakota, one acre 
in towns of 160 acres of farmland. 
The Arkansas amendment provides 
the Legislature may raise the ex- 
emption to as much as $2500 and 
jn Georgia it may lowered to $1250. 
The problem of finding new 
sources of revenue to replace real 
estate taxes is much more acute 
in the six states where homesteads 
have been relieved of local as well 
as state levies. These states are 
Florida, Iowa, Louisiana, Minneso- 
ta, Oklahoma and Wyoming. 
Oklahoma, Florida and Louisiana 
led off with this broad program in 
1935. Oklahoma put its exemption 
at $1000 and Louisiana at $2000, but 
Florida has outdone them all with 
a $5000 exemption, excepting, how- 
ever, taxes to pay off local bonded 
debts outstanding at the time its 
constitutional amendment was rati- 
fied. The Louisiana law provides 
that municipal taxes in all towns 
but New Orleans be excepted from 
its provisions but goes farther than 
other states in also allowing ex- 
emption of state and parish (coun- 
ty) taxes on $1000.of household 
equipment, $500 of farm buildings 
and impovements, a team of horses 
or mules, a pair of cows with 
calves, and hogs and chickens for 


An example of how homestead 
exemption laws upset state and 


local tax systems is to be seen in 
Oklahoma althou_h its exemption 
is but $1000 of assessed ~aluation. 
The Oklahoma Tax Commission re- 
ported that 60 per cent cf the 
State’s owner-occupied homes were 
relieved entirely of taxes and that 
the State’s total assessed valuation 
was decreased 10 per cent. Should 
the Legislature act on its authority 
to increase the exemption to $2500, 
the Tax Commission found that 
more than 87 per cent of the homes 
would be free from all taxes and 
the total State valuation would be 
cut 15 rr cent. 

But the effect on counties and 
school districts was even more far- 
reaching. Some agricultural coun- 
ties faced a loss of 20 per cent in 
revenue on the basis of the $1000 
valuation. 


Some State Exemptions. 


Iowa excepts from all taxes 
homestead valuations up to $2500, 
Wyoming: is lowest in its limit, 
with $500, The Minnesota law pro- 
vides that the first $4000 of true 
value be assessed at 20 per cent in 
rural districts and 25 per cent in 
towns. 

In Montana homesteads are as- 
sessed at only 30 per cent of true 
valuation, and West Virginia has 
an “over all” tax limit of 1 per 
cent on homesteads. Homestead 
exemptions up to $5000 for five 
years may be allowed by local op- 
tions in Vermont towns. 

Amendments providing $1000 ex- 
emption in North Carolina and 
$2000 in Utah have been adopted, 
but legislatures have not acted. 

Voters in Kentucky, New Mex- 
ico and Michigan have defeated 
homestead exemption proposals and 
bills or amendments have been re- 
jected by legislatures of Illinois, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Connecticut, 
California and Massachusetts. A 
constitutional amendment will be 
voted on in Pennsylvania this year 
and agitation is being carried on 
in Oregon and Rhode Island.

Dream of the 
Child to Come 


When It Arrives, It Is Dif- 
ferent From Their Hopes 
And Expectations. 


By Angelo Patri 


ARENTS dream of the child 

that is to come. They plan for 

it, laying out its course for Years 
ahead, When the child arrives it 
is not the child of their dreams, but 
another, and quite different. Maybe 
they dreamed of a girl and it was 
a boy, or as oftener the case, of a 
boy and it came a girl. That is the 
first hard jolt. There are many 
more, | 

The most one can be fairly cer- 
tain of in a child is his physical 
outfit of legs and arms and com- 
plete set of senses. On that basis 
there are varieties without num- 
ber. So many and so complicated 
that no man has ever been able to 
chart and record them, or guide 
them, or develop them to full ca- 
pacity. Each child is like no other 
and cannot be the dream child. 

But any healthy child is a life- 
time’s joy if he is appreciated. His 
unexpected varieties are a constant 
delight. They may wear you down, 
but they will thrill you just the 
same. His constant growth and 
change entrances you even while it 
vexes your soul. The lights and 
shades of his character fill you with 
awe, for certainly some of his 
strengths come not from anybody 
or any power on this earth. His 
ignorance is beguiling, but his wis- 
dom calls for reverence. He comes 
directly from the source of life and 
bears its mark upon him through 
the years of his infancy. Any 
healthy child is a gift, a challeng- 
ing mystery, and a lifetime of study 
and care is all too short for the 
solution. 

Any man or woman who has 
lived long enough to have a child 
should have understanding enough 
of life’s ways with humanity to 
know that they can know nothing 
about this child; that they can do 
nothing that counts very much to 
make him into their own image. 
He came into the world bearing 
another image, and under it he will 
live and grow and fulfill his des- 
tiny. What he is can be made pow- 
erful, but what he is NOT cannot 
be created by teaching or discipline. 
We must take the child that comes 
and, as he discloses his endowment, 
help him to develop it. The most 
we can do will be all too little, for 
we can give him nothing; we can 
add nothing to him. We can only 
offer him the best we have and 
hope he can use it.

tory. At any time of the day or 
night that anybody called up on 
behalf of a patient, or any nurse 


reported for duty, it was Miss Me- 


Kinley who answered the phone. 
With one assistant for another dec- 
ade she put in @ daily or nightly 
12-hour shift. Then, at last, during 
the depression, in order to spread 
work and adopt the more modern 
and humane system of an eight- 


hour day with nurses working in 


three shifts where 24-hour service 
was required, three shifts also 
were put on the directory tele- 
phones. 5 5 

Just lately Miss McKinley has 
been awarded a private office and 
only when specially asked for or in 
case of some question referred to 
her, do calls reach her extension. 
That is apt to be any time, though, 
for always she is available, since 
she lives on the premises. So Miss 
M still. practically controls 
the private duty registered nursing 
situation in St. Louis. She was the 
pioneer registrar in this part of the 
country, too. 

Nurses entitled to R. N.“ after 
their names are supposed to regis- 
ter at the directory and be called 
in rotation, but the directress 
may use her own judgment as 
to whom and where she sends 
a nurse. A good deal of 
psychology goes into this. Some 
nurses are good on one kind of 
case, some on another. Some ob- 
ject to or are not so good on “OB” 
work, meaning obstetrics. Some 
are better than others with chil- 
dren or eldérly persons. Some are 
not so successful with alcoholic or 
mental cases, though the pay scales 
are higher Some fit well into 
homes, others only into hospital 
nursing. Miss McKinley knows 
them all with their capabilities and 
assigns them accordingly. As a 
client, you call for a nurse, and 
you are pretty sure to get the 
right one. 

Being employed by the Nurses’ 
Association, it is up to Miss Mo- 
Kinley to exact high professional 
and ethical standards as imposed 
by the Nurses’ Association itself. 
Nurses know this, so it behooves 
them to conform to all the regula- 
tions, especially that one about go- 
ing when and where you are sent, 
or you may be idle a long time. 

Any way you look at it, it is a 
job for a dictator. Happily, wise 
in her 76 years, 40 in the nursing 
profession, progressive and broad- 
minded, she chooses to exercise her 
despotism rationally and benevo- 
lently.

Miss McKinley, having been inter- 
viewed by her personally, and 
they'll all tell you, while holding 
them strictly to account, they find 
her always the fair, wise coun- 
selor, advising, guiding, warning 
them, looking out for their ulti- 
mate welfare and good. 

On the other hand, to thousands 
and thousands who have applied to 
her for a nurse, knowing her only 
as a name and a voice over the 
telephone, Miss McKinley projects 
It is a 
buoyant voice and there is the 
kindest concern for the patient and 
the quick, cool grasp of an emer- 
gency requiring a nurse. To have 
maintained this pivotal position al- 
most single-handed for 28 years, 
Miss McKinley must, as they say, 
“have something.”

HARACTERISTICALLY, when

where we pleased.” 

After.graduating from Alleghany 
General Hospital in Pittsburgh, she 
recounted, she went to Garfield 
Hospital, Washington, D. C., then 
as night supervisor to University 
of Pennsylvania Hospital, then as 
assistant superintendent of New 
York Infirmary for Women and 
Children, then as superintendent of 
nurses’ training at Orange Hospi- 
tal, Orange, N. J., a period as 
nurse at Culver Military School, 
then to Missouri Baptist here. Aft- 
er pioneering with her private di- 
rectory, working it up to a regis- 
tration. of 300, she grew restless 
again, sold out and went abroad 
where she did private duty nurs- 
ing for two years at hospitals in 
Rome and Switzerland. 

During those years the Missouri 
State Nurses’ Association was 
formed. In 1909 the Third District 
organized its official registry and 
Miss McKinley was asked to be- 
come directress. Here she has been 
ever since,

whom she had been associated at 
Garfield Hospital, issued a general 
call for nurses to go to the Mex- 
ican border, it was Margaret Me- 
Kinley who assembled the first 
group to reach the border. 

“It is all so much simpier and 
easier than it used to be,” she re- 
sponded brightly to the question, 
did her years not begin to feel 
the strain of long hours and con- 
tinued responsibility. “Nursing is 
so largely centralized in hospitals. 
When I started it was practically 
all home work. We had many calls 
from the country. It was a respon- 
sibility to send a nurse off to some 
place where she’d probably be met 
on horseback and have to do 24 
hour duty, living with the family 
under any kind of conditions. Now 
with good roads, it is nothing for 
country people to be whisked in to 
the hospitals. 

1 have seen so many develop- 
ments and improvements in nurs- 
ing conditions, it has been good to 
be alive through it all,” she said 
heartily. “The worst period we 
have had to weather has been the 
depression, The first step in econ- 
omy by many persons seemed to be 
neglect of their physical ills and 
dispensing with proper nursing 
care. But good has come even out 
of that situation. The movement 
undertaken by the nurses them- 
selves to spread work by reducing 
the length of their work day from 
12 to 8 hours, has been a fine 
thing for both nurses and patients. 
It has resulted in greater effi- 
ciency, less weariness, on the part 
of the nurse and has given her a 
more equitable division of work and 
leisure time. She has had to take 
less pay, $5 a day instead of $8 for 
general nursing, but it evens up 
pretty well, for she isn’t so tired 
after coming off a hard case that 
she has to spend several days rest- 
ing and recuperating before she 
registers again. 

“There is still an over-rupply of 
nurses, but raising standards is 
going to take care of that,” she 
added optimistically. It used to 
be a pleasant bedside manner quali- 
fied a girl to enroll as a student 
nurse. Now she must have a high 
school diploma and preferably a 
college degree acquired along with 
or following her four years of pro- 
fessional training.”

OOD health, next to zeal and a 
consecration toward the profes- 
sion, she passed as the prime 
requisite for a girl taking up nurs- 
ing.

wish to live there, registry offices 
on the second floor. 

“It is self-supporting from dues, 
fees and rents and absolutely debt 
free,” she announced, without men- 
tioning what I already knew, that 
this also is credited largély to her 
administration and management. 


Cancer Local 
Disease in Its 
1 Early Stages 


Prompt Action Is Whole 
Essence of Successful 
Treatment, Says Doctor.

about the treatment of cancer of. 

the breast, of which the follow- 
ing is a typical example: A wom- 
an writes to say that she has dis- 
covered a small lump in the breast, 
and wonders whether it could be 
due to the fact that she had some 
teeth extracted last week and that 
there was a gland enlargement 
from this. 


The important thing here is to 
realize that you must not wait for 
advice by correspondence. it may 
be a simple inflammatory condition 
or it may be cancerous. But what 
it is should be determined immedi- 
ately, and that can be done by any 
physician or surgeon. 


Cancer is a local disease in its 
early stage, and cancer of the breast 
can usually be removed complete- 
ly at this time, but it is serious 
when a few cells from the local 
growth wander out into the blood 
stream and begin to set up a 
growth of their own at distant 
places. 

A great deal of improvement has 
been made in the treatment of all 
of these cases by a combination of 
surgery and X-ray and radium, 
The use of X-ray and radium 
either before or after operation, or 
both, has prevented the necessity 
for the radical operations with re- 
moval of large blocks of tissue 
which were perfected before ra- 
dium and X-ray were known to be 
anti-cancerous. 


When the disease is local and is 
treated by a combination of sur- 
gery and radiation, good results are 
obtained in a very large series of 
cases after a. five-year period. In 
fact, the results in cancer of the 
breast, if intelligent treatment is 
instituted promptly after the dis- 
covery of a lump, are just as good 
as the results obtained in any 
chronic disease, and a great deal 
better than the results obtained in 
most chronic diseases. 

A great many people, like my 
correspondent, delay because they 
feel the lump can be explained 
away in a simple fashion. It is 
very easy to satisfy an apprehen- 
sive mind in this way and to waste 
the precious days in which it woyld 
be possible to promise a cure abso- 
lutely. Others feel that they can- 
not bear to have the diagnosis of 
cancer made. But the whole es- 
sence of the successful treatment 
of cancer depends upon prompt ac- 
tion in the early stage. 


It is no longer true that the diag- 
nosis of cancer of the breast neces- 
sarily carries with it the implica- 
tion of a fatal outcome, and the im- 
portant thing is to utilize the meth- 
ods of treatment which we have 
available, and which have proved 
so successful, at the very earliest 
possible moment. f
